2. Claims 28 and 50 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. The term derivative includes hydrolysis products as 
urea. Claim 50 does not recite the intended patentable use for the administration. 
Effective amount thus has no antecedent basis.
